Borated in the Sims bill, now pend 
ing in the house. Mr. Sims has ex 
plained that ho introduced the bill 
by request as he would any other. 
Before discussing the principles 
underlying his plan for disposition 
of the roads, Mr. Plumb spoke in 
behalf of labor as holders of Lib 
ertv bonds. 
He contended that ii 
was not fair for the government to 
guarantee a return of six per cent 
upon $20,000,000,000 of outstanding 
railway 
securities, 
which 
now 
have a market value not exceed in? 
flu.000.000,000, while 
owners 
of 
Liberty bonds. 
many 
of 
whom 
mortgaged fuutre earnings to aid 
the government in the war. receiv­ 
ed a return of only three and one- 
half to four and one-half per ce nt. 
Referring to labor’s 
plan 
for 
public ownership and operation by 
a corporation to be directed jointly 
by employes, officers and the pub­ 
lic—the 
tripartite 
plan—Mr. 
Plumb said: 
“This vast army of producers for 
whom I appear are 
not 
divided. 
The present no conflicting plans 
for Hie solution 
of this 
problem, 
hut appear before

force, convinced of tho economic 
soundness of tho principles upon 
which their plan is built. 
“We already number in the sup 
porters of labor’s plan approxima­ 
tely six million adult producers— 
about one sixth of the productive 
man power of the United States.

the political power of the nation, 
and a financial power which few 
comprehend. 
Those employed on 
the railways alone, represented in 
this movement, receive 
as 
their 
annual compensation for the iii 
vestment of their life 
and 
labor 
upwards of two aud a half billion 
dollars a year—two and 
a 
half 
times the anni; of of cf mf / r.sr.t ic u 
paid for the use of the money in 
vested in railways. 
Mr. Plumb declared t ha* organ* 
izod labor real ired that further ad­ 
vances in wag* s at the expense of 
a cost of living exceeding that of 
values were wholly futile. 
‘Equally.” he added, “organized 
labor realizes that to correct tin* 
vicious system, the interests of 
both producers 
and 
consumers 
must be protected; that the great 
increase in the productive power 
of human effort should be reflect 
ed equally in 
increased 
earning 
power of those who produce and 
lite decreased cost of the commo­ 
dity, so reduced.” 
“In order to affect the price of 
all commodities by 
advances

wages to those who produce, then 
it would be neccessarv to complete 
the entire cycle of industrial pro­
